The 
Boers are said to be utterly demoralized 
and refuse to take any more risks. More- 
over, there is a growing disgust over the 
aged General Joubert, and the mixed mer- 
cenaries are proving troublesome. The 
Boers’ use of artillery was amazingly poor 
both at Mafeking and Glencoe. They had 
been practicing, too. Had they understood 
the use of the arm even fairly well they 
could have inflicted serious loss at Glencoe 
camp yesterday before General Symons had 
time to form his men for the charge that 
proved so disastrous to the Boers. Kruger’s

Schreiner Coming Round. 

Premier Schreiner of Cape Colony is daily 
being brought more into line with Sir Alfred 
Milnér’s policy.

Truce Flag Used in an Effort to Hem 
In the British—Fire to Little 
Effect. 


Kimberley, Oct. 16.— [Delayed in trans- 
mission. I Boers were observed to the north; 
east in considerable numbers today, elos- 
ing in on the town. The guard was called, 
alarm signals sounded everywhere, and the 
men rapidly proceeded to their stations. 
There was no sign of panic. A detachment 
of the cyclists’ ambulance corps arrived at 
the sanitarium, and the camp supplies have 
been removed there. 

A Dutchman who had been arrested for 
instigating the natives was killed by the 
English, 

An armored train which was sent out 
found the enemy still in their position. In- 
spector Elliott with thirty-eight mounted 
police Was sent to look for a force of twenty 
police, which it was supposed had been cut 
off near Riverton. 

Inspector Elliott’s command approached 
the Boers and a white flag was displayed, 
apparently with a view of communicating 
with the police.

The Boers opened fire, but suc- 
ceeded only in hitting one of the horses. |

The news from Glencoe aroused immense 
enthusiasm among the British residents of 
Cape Colony, and this is rapidly spreading 
to Basutoland, where it is feared it will tur- 
ther inflame the desire of the natives to par- 
ticipate in the operations against the Boers.

London, Oct. 21.—A late edition of the Pall 
Mall Gazette announced the death of Gen- 
eral Symons, but this report has not been 
confirmed.

BRITISH TROOPS ARE LOST 


One Hundred and Sixty Cavailrymen 
and a Section of Mounted Police 
Sent in Pursuit of the Fiying Boers 
After the Battle on Dundee Hill 
Have Not Yet Returned and They 
May Have Been Either Killed or 
Captured. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW roRK WORLD AND 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

London, ‘Oct. 21.—Extremely grave official 
news respecting the battle was given out 
today at the War office. Up to 5p. m. one 
squadron of the Eighteenth Hussars, num- 
bering 160° men, and a section of mounted 
infantry tg missing. 

They welt in pursuit of the Boers after the 
fight yesterday. They have not returned to 
camp, and it is feared that they were drawn 
into a trap and either killed or captured by 
the enemy. 

Besides these two bodies of troops there 
are thirty-three enlisted men missing from 
the various eommands in the fight. They 
are believed to be either captured or killed. 


Victory at Fearful Cost. 

The victory over the Boers near Glencoe, 
Natal, yesterday, was obtained at a fearful 
cost. The British routed the enemy, but 
they lost eleven commissioned officers killed, 
including Sir William Penn Symons, the 
General commanding, and twenty-one 
wounded, and there were thirty-one non- 
commissioned officers and men killed and 
151 wounded. General Symons died today 
of the wound he received yesterday while 
leading his men where the fighting was 
hottest. 

The Boers displayed remarkable courage 
when once driven from their cover by the 
advance of the British, who paused neither 
for shot nor shell, but kept on and on, mere- 
ly stopping for breathing spells and to re- 
form their ranks.

Buller’s Last Order. 

General Redvers Buller’s last order before 
leaving England for the seat of war this 
week was a telegram to Sir George Stewart

The number and importance of engage- 
ments for the next four weeks will depend 
Nupon Boer aggressiveness. The defeat at 
Glencoe will curb the impetuous burghers, 
the War office feels, but others expect them 
to return to the fray with redoubled ardor 
before the arrival of General Buller’s corps.

TOO LATE TO STOP ANDRADE. 


Former President Leaves Venezuela 
Without Formality of Transferring 
Power to the New President. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Oct. 21.—A vigorous 
attempt will be made by the acting Presi- 
dent to prevent General Andrade, who fled 
yesterday morning to La Guayra, without 
transferring power, leaving that point with 
gunboats and valuable government supplies. 

United States Minister. Loomis, the doyen 
of the diplomatic corps, was appealed to 
with a view of obtaining his assistance for 
the provisional government, but he declined 
to interfere in any way with the flight of 
General Andrade. 

It was learned later that Gen- 
eral Andrade, without transferring his 
executive power, embarked at La Guayra 
today for Maracaibo, after disbanding and 
paying off his troops and returning their 
munitions of war to the authorities. He 
was accompanied by four gunboats. 

General Castro's troops are beginning to 
arrive in Caracas. Victor Rodriquez is act- 
ing President. All the public buildings, in- 
cluding the ministerial offices and the banks, 
as well as most of the private residences, 
are closed. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—Commander

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 21.—{Special.]— 
The trangport Senator, having on board the 
Fifty-first Iowa Volunteers and other 
soldiers to the number of 1,700, should 
reach San Francisco within two or three 
days unless it suffered a serious accident in 
the typhoon which struck it soon after it 
left Yokohama on Oct. 6. 

News of a disquieting sort is brought by 
Colonel Charles Denby and Professor Dean 
Conant Worcester, the remaining members 
of the Philippine commission, who are re- 
turning in post haste to Washington. 

These men saw wreckage in the swell of 
the typhoon that crossed the track of the 
Senator. They saw the glowering storm, 
and were caught in the edge of it. Their 
own boat, the Empress of Japan, a ship 
accounted far stancher than the Senator, 
suffered damage from the half-spent force 
of its gale. The sailors said they believed 


remnant of a broken lifeboat was seen, and 


the Senator was in the midst of the typhoon.

It forms largely an agree- 
ment between Herod and Pilate, a case of 
Tom Paine masquerading in the garb of a 
rabbi. 

I hope that all my old friends who can 
stand by in good faith may do so, at 
least until they can find something better. 
I could not consent to their abandonment of 
the Episcopal scheme without first having 
a prospect of something better. 

One of the most eminent and best bal- 
anced of your Bishops says that the situa- 
tion fills him with ‘alarm,’ while another, 
sadly recognizing the truth, says despairing- 
ly, ‘there will be no improvement in your 
day or mine.’ 


Religion Against Religion. 

“The situation is thus portrayed by a 
writer who is looking on, studying the con- 
dition of the church: 

“* One clergyman may teach the doctrine 
of the real presence or assure his flock that 
he possesses the power of priestly absolu- 
tion. But in the next parish—if in a large 
city only a-block or two distant perhaps— 
the clergyman in charge will deny both of 
these doctrines and teach his people that 
they are false and unscriptural.’ 

** Yet both these men are authorized teach- 
ers of religion in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, with equal official authority. The 
Bishop may happen to agree with one or the 
other. He can do as he likes in the matter. 

The situation cannot be made good with 
whitewash or juggled away. It should 
rather, if you are able, be met honestly and 
dealt with. To put on rich robes, assume an 
air of authority, and advocate the change of 
mame to that of The Catholic Church in 
America’ forms simply a ghastly farce. 
Multitudes of clergy, after persevering 


awhile and preaching strongly about our 


‘Catholic heritage,’ have rendered their 
pbedience to Rome. A Catholic heritage 
forms a Catholic faith, not a collection of 
discordant and heretical opinions. 


Church Riven by Sects. _ 

Today Protestantism is riven by sects. 
The Church of England, as the result of the 
‘blessed reformation,’ became the fruitful 
mother of about 130 sects nearly all of which 
have been reproduced in this country. 

All are at war with one another, and in- 
side the Episcopal denomination a hot fight 
of faction goes on, the Bishops having no 
recognized authority for regulating matters 
which distinctly belong toan Episcopate. In 
truth, we have no Episcopate, any more than 
a standard of doctrine. 

Under the circumstances, does it appear 
at all strange that multitudes should be ask- 
ing if this body really forms a branch’ of 
the Catholic Church? 

“At the same time Cranmer and Ridley 
clubs have done their best to empty Anglican 
orders of the suspicion of ‘ sacerdotalism ’ 


and purge the sacraments of the spiritual 


value and significance claimed for them by 
ritualists, denying that the reformers held 
or made any sacerdotal claims in connection 


| with their ‘ blessed reformation,’ and de- 


claring that we have no Episcopal line in 
accordance with the idea of the prereforma- 
tion period. ; 

„ Ritualists feel the ignominy and shame 
of the situation, and ought to appreciato 
the guilt they incur on their principles. In 
contrast with ritualism, rationalism is 
strongly intrenched and is bold. It has 
well-nigh destroyed the value of the Bible 
as a text book in Sunday schools and as an 
authority in sermons. 


Bible of the Past Departed. 

„The Bible of our forefathers has depart- 
ed, and the men who impeach it hold places 
of high influence and power. Skeptics of 
various grades and discontented men are 
now being welcomed into the church, which 
Promises t6 become, in due time, a veritable 
Cave of Adullam.

„J think there is a misunderstanding as 
to what I meant last evening in my address 
at Stanford University when I referred to 
the attitude of the Catholic Church in the 
Philippines.

Nothing is fur- 
ther from my thoughts. 

“The Roman Catholic faith is the only 
religion of those people, 30 far as I can 
see. I said the influence of the monastic 
orders there is detrimental. The Dominican 
Friars there are a queer lot. The secular 
priests are all that can be desired. 


Selection Made on Merit. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—Following a 
conference between the President and Sec- 
retary Root, the latter telegraphed to Gen- 
eral Frederick Funston the tender of a 
Brigadier Generalship in the newly formed 
volunteer service. Up to the time the War 
department closed Goneral Funston’s reply

FOULKE TO THE BANK 


INDIANA MAN TALKS ON “TRUSTS” 
AT CLUB MEETING. 


Declares It Beyond Human ingenuity 
to Cireumvent the Combination 
Says They Are Due to the Excess of 
Competit#ém—Attacks the Legisia- 
tive Remedies Proposed for Them— 
W. F. Dummer Is Elected President 
List of Those Present. 


William Dudley Foulke addressed the 
members and guests of the Bankers’ club on 
the subject of Trusts at the annual meet- 
ing of the club last night at Kinslex's after 
the banquet and business session. Without 
making a studied defense of the latest phase 
of industrial and commercial life, Mr. Foulke 
contended that it was beyond the ingenuity 
of man to find a way to circumvent trusts, 
and the only solution of the vexed question 
was to be found in the laws of nature. 

r. Foulke advanced the argument that 
ot excess of competition attending the de- 
velopment of the world was responsible for 
the existence of trusts, and that the tariff 
and special privileges had been only slightly 
to blame. Ruinous competition, he said, had 
made apparent to all men the necessity for 
uniting their interests, and the evolution of 
trusts had followed naturally. Admitting 
their evils, Mr. Foulke pointed out wherein 
trusts possessed good features, and in con- 
clusion attacked the legislative remedies 
proposed for their regulation and suppres- 
gion.

Address of Mr. Foulke. 

Mr. Foulke confessed at the beginning of 
his address that he was not sure there were 
any remedies for the evils connected with 
trusts. He cited the recent trust conference 
in Chicago as an illustration of the in- 
ability of men to agree as to the best way 
to handle the question, and said he failed, 
after hearing all the speeches, to discover a 
single ray of light which illuminated the 
pathway out of the tangled labyrinth. 

“Bach speaker had his own views,” said 
Mr. Foulke, and none seemed to possess 
the judicial faculty to discuss the ques- 
tion. When it came to proposing a prac- 
tical remedy Mone was offered, and I am 
not, myself/prepared to suggest a remedy 


ving the old and new definitions 
st, Mr. Foulke called attention to the 
that the term trust had taken ona 
ider significance during the last ten years, 
and followed with a review of the reasons 
why trusts had been formed. The real rea- 
son, he said, why the movement toward 
trusts had gained such strength was the 
development of the competitive system 
through improved methods of transporta- 
tion and cemmunication. 
“At the bottom of this movement is the 
ruinous competition, said he. and the seit- 
evident necessity imposed upon men of 
uniting their interests. The opponents of 
trusts overlook the tendency of men to unite 
for codperation, and when men fight a 
tendency they fight in vain. They may 
frame laws which will say that no two 
corporations may unite, but whatever they 
‘may say or do, the tendency will operate 
as surely as the law of gravitation. The 
laws of human gravitation are as immuta- 
ble as the laws of physical gravitation.

“Tt seems as though the opponents of the 
corporation are unwilling to see both sides 
of the question. I am sure that trusts have 
and will promote economy in the manufac- 
ture and distribution of products and add 
to the wealth of the world, yet I am willing 
to admit that there are evils connected with 
the formation and administration of trusts. 
One of the gravest of the evils charged 
against the trust is that it will arbitrarily 
control prices. I admit that such is the ten- 
dency of a trust, but I claim it is true only to 
1 limited extent. We find that prices have 
actually gone down, for instance, as a re- 
sult of the formation of the Standard Oil 
trust, not as a result of any monopoly, but 


in spite of the monopoly. 


Another great evil is the danger of po- 
litical corruption following the organization 
of trusts. Still another evil charged against 
the trust is its tendency of large organiza- 
tions to take away the independence of in- 


Atviduals.“ 
Attacks W. J. Bryan’s Plan. 


Discussing the proposed remedies for the 
evil, Mr. Foulke cited the anti-trust law of 
Texas as an example of the impossible leg- 
islation being advocated by the opponents of 
corporations. He said that in 1893 there 
were twenty-two States in which legislation 
had been tried for the abolition of trusts, 
with the result that the statute books were 
adorned by a grotesque assortment of pictur- 
esque laws. Mr. Foulke criticized the plan 
for a federal commission advocated by W. 
J. Bryan at the recent trust conference, 
which would license corporations to transact 
business in other States than the ones in 
which they were incorporated. He said it | Working days.

Spring lamb yesterday was nearly 40 cents 
a hundred pounds lower than ten days ago. 
Dressed beef was 25 cents a hundred lower,

Despite the assertions of the packers that 
the retail prices of meat were not affected, 
proprietors of restaurants and lunth coun- 
ters said that they were buying meats on an 
average of 10 per cent cheaper thania month 
ago. | 
Refuse to Raise Price of milk. 
Fear among the small retail milk dealers 
that the action of the wholesalers and large 
concerns in agreeing to the advance of the 
retail price of milk from six to seven cents 
a quart is the beginrirg of an attempt on 
the part of the large concerns to form a 
milk trust may reswit in the refusal of the 
retailers to advan ve their prices. Many 
small retailers say that there is np reason 
for the advance oi? prices this winter, as bet- 
ter train service, lower rates of transporta- 
tion and more convenient distributing milk 
depots which have been secured during the 
last two years would enable dealers to 
profitably sell milk at-five cents a quart. 

The reason for the advance given by the 
association is that the producers demand an 
increase during the winter from 35 cents to 
40 cents a can. The retailers, however, 
maintain that the advance demanded by the 
producers will not necessitate increased re- 
tail rates, as, they say, the profit of the 
wholesalers is nearly 100 per cent. Prac- 
tically all of the large milk dealers have 
agreed to the advance. | 


Predict Summer Rates All Winter. 
“The large concerns are endeavoring to 
form a trust,“ said a retailer during the 
day. The cost of milk is decreasing owing 
to the better facilities in transportation.

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—There 
are conflieting reports as to the threatened 
strike on the Great Northern railroad. The 
positive assertion is made by those who 
claim to be on the inside of the movement 
that the strike on the entire system will 
begin tomorrow, an order to that effect hav- 
ing been received from headquarters today. 
This will involve the conductors, engineers, 
firemen, and switchmen. 

On the other hand, the Great Northern 
officials declare that there will be no strike 
and that no dissatisfaction exists. 

The strike, if it comes, will be the culmina- 
tion of two months of fruitless conferences 
and negotiations between the men and the 
company. The latter, it is understood, not 
only refuses the oft-repeated request of the 
men to submit to arbitration, but, is inflexi- 
ble. in its position and will grant no conces- 
sions whatever whereby the strike might 
be averted. 

St. Paul and Minneapolis-gobbers, warned 
by the experience,of 1893, when the Great 
Northern strike inflicted heavy losses upon 
them, have vainly seconded the efforts of the 


company.

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HARD BLOW FOR TRUSTS. 


‘DETAILS OF SUPREME COURT An- 
GLUCOSE DECISION PUBLISHED. 


Justice Magruader’s Arraignment of the 
Methods of “New Jersey % Cor 
porations Makes It Clear That Com- 

‘‘bines Operating in This State Must 
Obey the Laws Here—Statute Fre- 
viding Against Agreements “in 
Restrain of Trade” Is Applicable. 


The Illinois Supreme Court has in its time 
made many important decisions, among 
which is the Munn and Scott case, recogniz- 
ing the right of the State to regulate quasi- 

‘public corporations. The Munn and Scott 
ase, however great, is not regarded by law- 
yers as comparing in importance with the 
opinion given on Thursday last in the case 
of Harding vs. The American Glucose com- 
pany. In this case the State Supreme Court 
takes advanced grounds and gives an opin- 
jon on the most important issue of the day, 
that of trusts. It declares the American 
Glucose company to be 4 trust, pure and 
simple, and contrary to the laws of Illinois. 
This is a pioneer in anti-trust decisions. 

The history of the case has already ap- 

in the press. The complainant Hard- 
ng, according to the opinion, owned 203.5 
shares of stock in the American Glucose 
company, @ New Jersey corporation, with 
an office, plant, and property located in 
Tilinota, and th re within the jurisdiction 
of the court. omplainant alleged that 
$400,000 of stock in the corporation out of 
$1,500,000 never was issued, but held by the 
corporation itself. He claimed the affairs of 
the company had been kep him, al- 
though a stockholder, t he had no ac- 
cess to the books and papers. He averred 
the payment of fraudulent and fictitious sal- 
aries amounting to $100,000 a year by which 
he had been defrauded and injured. d 


Unlawful Control of Prices. 


The bil) alleged a giant pool or trust for the 
purpose of unlawfully regulating the price 
of glucose and grape sugar, they being arti- 
cles and commodities manufactured and 
sold throughout the United States. The 
bill then declared the probable formation 
of a still greater combine or trust under the 
laws of New Jersey intended to swallow up 
the Peoria plant to his injury. The bill al- 
leged fraud on the part of the officers of the 
glucose company and at great length set 
out the plants owned by it and their daily 
output. The bill declared that complainant 
had not even been able to get the figures at 
which the company in which he is inter- 
ested was to be sold to the greater corpora- 
tion. It then gave the details of the busi- 
ness of making. grape sugar and glucose, al- 
leging it to be exceedingly profitable. 

The bill as briefed in the decision closed 
with a prayer for an accounting and an in- 
junction preventing the defendants from 
transferring the Peoria company to the 
larger corporation. The bill was filed in 
August, 1897. An injunction was issued 
and shortly afterward dissolved. Subse- 
quently the bill was amended. Part of the 
defendants made answer, while others de- 
murred. 

The opinion at great length out the 
steps taken in the case in the Circuit Court 
of Peoria County. Synopses of the plead- 
ings are given, too, and exhibits showing the 
methods of business of the glucose company, 
including the payment of rebates to custom- 
ers who agreed to buy glucose and grape su- 
f gar exclusively of the Glucose Sugar Re- 
; fining company. The case was heard on 
2 evidence taken, and the court decreed that 
. | the dill as amended should be dismissed for 
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want of equity. The complainant sued out 
a writ of error to review the decree of the 
- court below in thus dismissing the bill. This 
. brought the entire matter before the Su- 
af preme Court. 


Opinion of the Court. 


‘Such, in brief, is the introduction to the 
opinion as given by the Supreme Court, 
written by Mr. Justice Magruder. The opin- 
fon then sets out the facts as to residence 
of the parties to the suit, the corporation, 
its business, and gives a second abstract of 
1. the original bill. The co then goes igto 
al 1 the merits of the case, declaring that the 
| company had withdrawn its answers and 
allowed a decree pro confesso to be entered 
Against it. This was a confession of the 
allegations of the bill which they had an- 
swered and put at issue. But the proof 
taken Was not necessarily withdrawn from 
the court in passing on the case. The gen- 
eral rule is when a bill is sufficient on its face 
to, sustain the contention of complainants 
. and to entitle them to the relief prayed for 
there should be no decree of dismissal as to 
defendants, who, by their defaults, have con- 
fessed the bill. In this particular the view 

df the court below is held to be erroneous. 
The qgpinion goes into the history of the 
glucose company, the minor companies com- 
posing it, and the formation in 1897 of the 
larger company. It says the negotiations 
and transactions leadgifig to the result thus 
accomplished were nducted secretly and 
with great caution. The six large concerns, 
two in Iowa and four in Illinois, were con- 
solidat The opinion gives the method 
employ for the consolidation by the use 
of option contracts and sets out the proof 
adduced that the purchases of the six plants 
were made in the stock of the new company. 


Light from Letters. 
A letter from Levy Mayer to William 
Hamlin and the reply thereto are as follows: 
Mayer to Hamlin—First, you will underwrite 
$500,000, taking $500,000 preferred stock and 
about 148 per cent additional common, and will 
make a contract with a responsible party by 
which, in effect, you are to have the right to

„Can there be any doubt, after reading 
these letters and telegrams, that these par- 
tles were engaged in a scheme to have all 
the six corporations shut down their manu- 
factories and abandon their business? Can 
there be any doubt that Hamlin, President of 
the American Glucose company knew the 
other éorporations were shutting down their 
plants with a view to conveying them to a 
new corporation, and that. in transferring 
the plant of his own company, he was alding 
the consolidation of all the properties in one 
giant trust?“ 


To Silence Opposition. 
The opinion says the letters, contracts, 
etc., show that the new company was to 
silence opposition as well as competition 
by providing places for the officers of the 
old companies or by taking from them con- 


on account of 


tracts not thereafter to engage in the manu- 


facture of glucose. A letter to Attorney 
Mayer. referring to an agreement stipulating 
that the Hamlins shall not engage in the 
glucose business for a number of years is 
produced. The court says this transaction 
is thus brought within the scathing con- 
demnation of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in United States vs. 
souri Freight Association. 7 
he detail of closing up the transfer 18 
thoroughly reviewed by the court—the legal 
methods employed in consolidating the In- 
terests, the deeds, etc. Edwin L. Johnson, 
whose name was used as trustee and cus- 
todian for the millions involved, was a clerk 
in the office of the attorney for the trust. 
He never paid a dollar for the vast prop- 
erties, nor did he get a dollar when he con- 
veyed them to the Glucose Sugar Refining 
company. He did not know what he was 
doing when he signed the deeds, nor did 
he know of the existence of the deeds, nor 
were they delivered to him. Then follow ex- 
tracts from Johnson's evidence to this ef- 
fect, substantiated by a statement from Mr. 
Willson, his employer. 

The opinion sets out the contract entered 
into on Aug. 1, 1897, between the six com- 
panies and the American Glucose company, 
the salient point of which is as follows: 
Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises 
and of the sum of one dollar ($1.00) and other good 
and valuable considerations, the first party hereby 
covenants and agrees with the second party, its 
successors Or assigns, that the first party shall 
not and will not, at any time during the period of 
twenty-five years from and after the date hereof, 
within a radius of fifteen hundred miles of the 
City of Chicago, Illinois, engage in the business 
of buying, manufacturing, or selling glucose, 
grape sugar, or any of the products now produced 
by any glucose factory, and the first party shall 
not, and will not at any time during said. period 
of twenty-five years from and after the date here- 
of use in its starch factory at Buffalo the process 
commonly known as the acid process, which 
process is now in general use in glucose factories 
in this country. | 


Sale Is Not Binding. 


The transfers were ratified and to some 
extent amplified at a meeting held in Buf- 
falo, N. T., Aug. 3, 1897, by the stockholders 
of a New Jersey corporation. It is the law 
that a corporation has no power to perform 
corporate acts outside of the State of its 
creation and where the laws of its cor- 
porate existence have no force. The opin- 
ion says the attempted ratification of the 
sale to Johnson was not binding, because 
the evidence shows there was no sale. 
Having thus set out the facts and legal 
points involved, the court takes up the prop- 
osition whether this was a trust, or, to 
quote: 

„But the question in the present case is 
whether a trust is created when a majority 
of stockholders consolidate their interests 
by conveying all their property to a cor- 
poration organized for the purpose of tak- 
ing their property. The simple question is: 
‘Will the natural consequence be the con- 
trolling of prices, the limiting of produc- 
tion, or the suppression of competition to 
create a monopoly? The demurrers con- 
fessed the truth of the allegations of the 
bill as to the transfers and their terms; also 
that the ability to conduct the business was 
rare, and that the six companies were, with 
the exception of one small concern, the only 
ones engaged therein within circumscribed 
and favored territory. The grantee of the 
plants had no competitor in the market be- 
cause it had absorbed the six companies in 
question.” 

The opinion says the public policy of IIII- 
nois has always been against trusts and 
combinations organized for the purpose of 
suppressing competition and creating mo- 
nopoly. In support of this a long line of 
Illinois decisions is given to the effect that 
agreements in restraint of trade are void, 
etc.; also that agreements for welding inter- 
ests into one grand combination are against 
public policy. 

Agreement May Be Verbal. 

It makes no difference that the agreement 
for the illegal combination is not a formal 
written agreement. It may be verbal, or by 
understanding, or a scheme not embodied in 
but evidenced by the actions of the 
e opinion continues: 
present case each of six corpora- 
tio aged in the manufacture of glu- 
cose ade a contract to sell its plant toa 
new corporation to be organized, and agreed 
not to engage in such manufacture for a 
term of years, and then conveyed all its 
property to the new corporation organized 
to conduct the same kind of business; and 
it did all this with the knowledge and under- 
standing that each of five other competing 
corporations was making the same kind of 
contract and executing the same kind of 
conveyance in respect to their own re- 
spective propérties, all to be consummated 
and delivered at the same time, and under 
the direction and management of agents or 
promoters employed by all the corporations. 
If the transactions referred to in the bill in 


wr 
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corporations, they at least constituted a 
scheme understood by all the corporations 
and participated in by them all. The carry- 
ing out of the scheme, thus understood and 
participated in, would necessarily result in 
the suppression of competition in the man- 
ufacture of glucose, and in the creation of 
a monopoly in that business. A part of the 
scheme was that none of the six corporations 
or their officers should, for years, engage 
in the manufacture of glucose, and this 
feature of the scheme necessarily contem- 
plated a wiping out of all competition in the 
business.“ 

The decision in the whisky trust case is 
cited as substantiating this holding, like- 
wise the Diamond Match case in the Supreme 
Court of Michigan. The point was not the 
raising of prices, but the ability and power 
of the company so to do it᷑ it saw fit. It may 
reduce prices to crush out competition. The 
price of glucose in May, 1897 was 75 cents 
per cwt. Shortly after the combine it went 
up to $1.65 per cwt. 


Against Illinois Statute. 


The opinion recites the anti-trust 1 
Tilinois made in 1891, and the — 
act of 1893, defining trusts and illegal com- 
binations. It declares the allegations in the 
bill regarding the combination of capital and 
restriction of trade were within the scope 
of section 1 of the act of 1893, and that the 
demurrers to the bill were improperly sus- 
tained. The contention made by the defend- 
ants that the complainant had no standing 
in court because his interests were not put 
in jeopardy receives elaborate attention in 
the opinion. The court held that the stock- 
holder had the right to say whether a change 
should be made in his pecuniary status, or 
whether he should continue his investment 
in the form of stock. It holds that Harding, 
as a stockholder, had a right to come into 
court and demand relief, and that the in- 
dividuality of the stockholder was not lost 
in the corporation.

Declining to Answer.

It is true that counsel for the Glucose 
Sugar Refining company refused to allow 
witnesses to testify upon many material and 
important matters. Many of these witnesses 
say that they declined to answer simply be- 
cause Wilson objected to the questions 
Two of the counsel in this case refused to 
answer questions when they were upon the 
stand as witnesses. As we understand the 
record, the refusal to answer was not placed 
upon the ground that the witnesses would 
thereby criminate themselves, as showing 
their violation of the laws of the State 
against trusts and combines. Their priv- 
lege in this regard was not claimed. Nor 
did the main counsel, when testifying, base 
the refusal to answer upon the ground that 
to do so would be to divulge privileged com- 
munications. | 

“The organization of such trusts as are 


and by such methods as are set forth, does 
net-come within the legitimate scope of the 
practice of the law. These witnesses were 
forbidden to answer merely upon the alleged 
ground that the questions addressed to them 
called for immaterial testimony. This is no 
reason why a witness should refuse to an- 
swer, where in the question no self-crimina- 
tion or privileged communication is involved. 
Therefore the constant objections and re- 
fusals to answer which appear all through 
this record amount to an actual obstruction 
of the administration of justice. The fact 
of such refusal is to be considered against 
these witnesses, both lawyers and clients, 
the same as any other refusal to produce 
evidence which was within the power of the 
witness. Such refusal to answer is com- 
petent evidence against the witness. (An-

Inspector Shea Is Determined to Keep 
i Order at the Zionist’s Lec- 
ip ture Today. 


John Alexander Dowie is scheduled to 
speak at 11 a. m. today in the hall at Mad- 
ison and Paulina streets on “ Zion’s Witness 
Agairst Chicago's Sin.” This is the hall 
where the medical students greeted him 
with acids on Wednesday night last.

DIPLOMATIC ROCKS AHEAD. ‘ 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK WORLD A 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

London, Oct. 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons next week the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, will ex- 
plain on Monday the financial proposals of 
the government to raise the $50,000,000 voted 
for the preliminary cost ofthe war. He will 
not propose new taxation, but is expected to 
apply about $15,000,000 savings on the rev- 
enue to immediate requirements, and bor- 
row the balance. 

Ultimately, the cost of the war will by 
common consent fall on the Rand and the 
vast and hitherto undeveloped gold reefs 
throughout the Transvaal, which will be. 
exploited immediately England gains pos- 
session of the republic. One of the richest 
of these runs under Pretoria, but President 
Kruger has always steadfastly resisted its 
exploration, saying that one Johannesburg 
was enough.

Impressive Scene in Parliament. 

One of the most impressive scenes ever 
enacted in the House of Commons was wit- 
nessed there last night. The Irish members, 
with Dillon and Davitt in the forefront, 
were offering the sternest resistance to every. 
step of the government war policy.. Theis 
Open avowals of sympathy with the Boers, 
their reiterated charge that the war had 
been deliberately provoked aroused the 
flercest resentment and hostility among the 
ministerialists. 2 

The ‘proceedings last night tfireatened ta 
terminate in some violent outbreak of pas- 
sions on both sides and was getting rapidly 
beyond control, when Colonel Kenyon- 
Slaney, a Tory member, with a record of 
conspicuous bravery in the field, rose, and 
in a few brief, simple words, spoken with 
profound emotion, prayed for a truce to the 
conitention for that night out of respect to 
the dead and dying Englishmén, Irishmen, 
and Scotchmen lying on the battlefield, as 
well as for their gallant foes. 


Clamor Hushed at Once. 

The effect wasinstantaneous. The clamor 
stilled, and John Dillon, acknowledging the 
manly. spirit of Kenyon-Slaney’s speech, 
which recognized the valor of England’s 
foes, appealed to the Irish members to fall in 
with the suggestion. Then Arthur Balfour 
acknowledged the generous attitude of the 
Irishmen, and read a touching telegram an- 
nouncing the mortal injuries of General Sy- 
mons, to whosé gallantry the British success 
was due. The money for the war was then 
voted without further discussion and the 
House adjourned, 

The swift transformation from angry tu- 
mult and apparently irreconcilable bitter- 
ness to solemn calm and mutual forbear- 
ance was indescribably affecting and dra- 
matic. 

The bloody victory at Glencoe has some- 
‘what sobered the jingo feeling here, and 
the &cenes of the departure of the Scots 
Guards from London today was much more 
subduef than in cases of the earlier detach- 
ments. 

When Europe May Interfere. 

Simultaneously, too, with the publication 
of the apparently inspired scheme for federal 
union of the south African states on the 
lines of the Dominion of Canada comes the 
intellgence that the paramount preten- 
sions set up in Chamberlain's speech have 
caused Russia, Germany, and France to ad- 
dress questions to Lord Salibury respecting 
Great Britain’s plans. 

Another serious peril ts the likelihood of 
the natives joining in, and Under Secretary 
Wyndham stated yesterday that the sending 
of 70,000 men to south Africa wae in view 
of that terrible contingency. The moral 
effect on native opinion of the killing of a 
British General is much feared by the gov- 
ernment. 


Stanhope After Chamberlain. 

The Hon. Philip J. Stanhope is resolved 
to exhaust every means to compel Mr. Cham- 
berlain to produce the letter received by him 
from Bourchier Hawkesley, solicitor to 
Cecil Rhodes’ company, charging the. 
Colonial office on evidence of cablegrame re- 
ceived during the preparations of the Jame- 
son raid with direct knowledge of and con- 
nivance at the raid conspiracy. : 

When Chamberlain, for public purposes, 
denounced the raid and the raiders, after 
it failed, Hawkesley, in anger, told Cham- 
berlain’s political opponents of the incrim- 
inatory telegrams, and threatened to pro- 
duce them when on the witness stand be- 
fore the Jameson Raid committee, but 
Hawkesley was deprived of the opportunity 
by the decision of a majority of the commit- 
tee not to insist upon the production of the 
cablegrams, 2nd the sudden hushing up of 
the investigation. 

Chamberlain and Rhodes then became 
good friends again, and now Hawkesiey will 
not give any aid to the unearthing of the 
conspiracy. 

Mr. Stanhope said today: I am not done 
with Chamberlain yet. A motion will be 
made in the House of Commons for the pro- 
duction of the whole correspondence. He 
can only refuse at the cost of virtually ad- 
mitting that he is afraid of the dis¢losure.”.

| descent, one-half the sympathy now being 
felt for it in the United States would vanish. 
That word republic covers a multitude of 
sins. 
If we believe in majority rule then the 
. Boers have no status in the government of 
the Transvaal. The black man ought to 
control it, root and branch. But if we be- 
lieve in a white man’s government, as the 
' white men of south Africa do, then we would 
either disenfranchise the negro or throw 
such impediments in the way of his exercise 
of the same as to debar him. And suppose 
we do that? Should the white minority or 
the white majority rule? The Dutch are a 
sturdy race of white men. We are apt to 
look on the conduct of the English govern- 
ment as the conduct of the oppressor. 
Then, sir, I state emphatically that if the 
conduct of England in south Africa is the 
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the federal government during the war be- 
tween the States, 1861-1865, was the same. 
The antagonism between the British and 
Dutch in south Africa is the antagonism 
between the free soil and pro-slavery party. 


England Abolishes Slavery. 

When Cape Colony was finally relin- 

quished to England by Holland slavery ex- 
isted there, as it did throughout the British 
‘Empire, but England in twenty-five years 
| her slave-holding subjects to 
manumit their slavea, for which she com- 
them. 
The slave-holders took the position which 
the Southern States of the union took prior 
to and during the war of 1861-68. that theirs 
wae a private institution in which the im- 
perial or federal government had no right to 
meddle. That was the view of the Boer 
‘slave-holder. On the face of it and as a 
matter of business between white men he 
was right, but on the broad and liberal 
grounds of Christianity and morality and 
the golden rule he was wrong. 

Furthermore, he did not get the par value 
for his human goods and chattels. About 
$15,000,000 was distributed among the slave- 
owners in south Africa by the British gov- 
ernment, and this was equal to about 80 
cents on the dollar, and owing to Jewish in- 
trigue, which acted as a bear in the mar- 
ket, a number of Dutchmen sold out to their 
Hebrew advisers for a less sum. 

Great Britain has been blamed for that 
also. The Boer got all he could, as he 
» thought, and moved out to the wilds to the 
morth of Cape Colony, where there were 
more natives te subject to his rule; either as 
that of slave owner de jure or slave owner 
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Defense of Chamberlain. 

The man who is at the head of England’s 
0 . colonial policy today, one Joseph Chamber- 
1 lain, is as good a republican as any of us, 
and in 1881 he defended the Boers against 
the jingoism of England of that day, 
but now, in 1899, as an honest 
man, he has every right to claim for 
England what she retained in 1881 and 
1884, and I think that Americans, whether 
,they are Republicans or Democrats, from 
- the North or from the South, East, or West, 
will also agree that an empire of 50,000,000 
of white men and 300,000,000 of colored men

The big champlonship fight, as now ar- 
ranged, will take place on Nov. 8, a post- 
ponement of a week owing to a soreness in 
Jeffries’ arm brought on by being struck 
with a medicine ball. Neither Bill Brady 
regards the postponement, and the fight, 
was only after Dr. Sayre advised it that 
Brady hunted up O' Rourke and asked for a 
change of dates. Tom demurred at first, 
but finally gave way, and, furthermore, gen- 
erously refused to take the $2,500 forfeit, 
Jeffries’ appearance money.

GREAT GROWTH OF GOLF. 


Improve More Rapidly 
than Men—Showing of Amateurs in 
Open Championships Good — Rules 
of United States Association Sport 
im Emviable Position — History of 
Tournaments Shows Widespread 


Interest,

Boston. Mass., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Golf is 
yet in its infancy in this country. We 
have had only five championship meetings, 
| we are making great strides in our play- 


Men and women, boys and girls, are 


taking up the game, and the standard of 
playing is improving year by year. One 
great thing about golf is that young or old 
can play the game, and they can all play 
well enough to get good amusement and good 
exercise. — 


To convert a scoffer to the game all one 


nas to do is to tee a ball and let the scoffer 
try a drive. If he makes a good drive he is 
converted. If he foozles he will want to 
conquer the little white sphere and will con- 
tinue to try until he has done so. This is 
the first step, and strange to say nothing 
more is needed in the way of an introduc- 
tion to the game. The converted scoffer 
soon becomes an enthusiastic golfer and an 
expert selecter of drivers and putters and 
the other implements of the — any 
golfer of either sex, young or old, and he 
will tell you there is no pastime in exist- 
ence which can compare with the royal and 
ancient game. One has but to try it to un- 
derstand its fascinations and to know why 
: its devotees are so enthusiastic and con- 
stant in their endeavors to interest every 
ohe with whom they come in contact in the 
game. This enthusiasm has been described 
in prose and poetry by strangers to the game, 
but once let them try it and the theme is 
changed. 


The important matches of the golf season 


having now been played, it is interesting 
to look back and see the results for tourna- 
ments and the position of the game in 
country. 


The amateur championship was held in 


July at Chicago and the result of the tourna- 

ment gave general satisfaction, as it gave 
us our first American-taught amateur cham- 
pion, Herbert M. Harriman. The golf, also, 
was of a high order and the representation 
a large one, comprising practically all of the 
best amateurs in the United States. It seems 
to have been a wise step to have had one 
championship in Chicago,as it has done much 
to. make the game popular in that section, 
and solidified the players under the control 
of the United States association. 


The open championship, held in September 


at Baltimbre, produced the best golf ever 
seen in this country, and the winner gave a 
most remarkable exhibition. Some ama- 
teurs were entered and it will result in more 
amateurs entering the open championship in 
the future. The next event under the con- 
trol of the National association was the 
team match against Canada at Morristown, 
N. J. While the Americans looked for vic- 

tory, they hardly expected such an over- 
whelming one. 


The composition of the American team 


Was as good as could be made. Qf course 
for the first five places in the team the 
names are easily chosen, but there are 
many more than five others for the last 
five places who probably play equally as 
well as those chosen. The association, how-: 
ever, has been discreet and done fairly by 
the players who have played in public tour- 
naments and have recognized standing in 
‘national events. 


- Play of Women Improves. 
The women's championship has only just 


been finished and has been most interesting. 
+The standard of play in this tournament was 
relatively much higher than the standard of 
play last year. It is doubtful if the men 
have improved their game with equal rapid- 
ity. Miss Hoyt for the fourth time made 
the lowest score in the qualifying medal 
play round and is still entitled to be con- 
sidered one of our great woman players and 
the one who still plays in the best form. 


The season has been most successful in 


every way. The association has made strict 
and intelligent rules in regard to the amateur 
standing, which has placed the sport in an 
‘enviable position before the community. 
The officers of the association have given 
careful attention to all the details of the 
tournaments. 


The rules of the game have been strictly 


enforced when necessary. While a few 
criticisms have been made in regard to 
minor matters, these criticisms have no 
doubt been made through the lack of com- 
plete understanding of the facts, and it will 
de found that the United States association 
has acted in all cases intelligently and for 
the best interests of the sport, and conse- 
quently deserves the support of every golf 
player in the country. | 


The President of the association, W. B. 


Thomas, has attended every national tour- 
nament. Mr. Thomas invariably followed 
one of the matches after all were away 
from the first tee and could be seen in the 
field at all times. In his affable manner he 
was indefatigable in his exertions to make 
every one comfortable. The writer has at- 
tended every open championship tourna- 
ment, every woman’s championship tourna- 
ment, and every amateur championship 
tournament since the game was first intro- 
duced here. He has seen the game grow 
from nothingness to its present large propor- 
tions, and from its present standing can say 
that, in a connection of twenty years as a 
writer of past times, he has never witnessed 
any game grow as golf has. 


Rapid Growth of the Game. 
The first championship, held in Newport in 


1895, was won by Charles B. Macdonald of 
Chicago. The second was held at Shinpne- 
cock Hills, Long Island, in 1896. This was 
won by H. J. Whigham, also of Chicago. 
The third was held at Wheaton, IIL, in 1897, 
and this was also won by H. J. Whigham. 
The fourth was held at Morristown, N. J., 
in 1808, and this was won by Findlay 8. 
Douglas. The fifth was held at Lake Forest, 
III., this year, and this was won by Herbert 
M. Harriman, 


Messrs. Macdonald, Whigham, and Doug- 


las are men who learned their game 
on the other side, while Mr. Harriman is an 
American-taught player. The styles of 
these players is another story, but the stand- 
ard of play of the American player, it will 
readily be seen, has improved greatly. 


The field has also been largely increased, 


and where it was at one time an easy matter 
to pick the leading ten players of the coun- 
try, it is now a difficult matter to pick the 
leading 100 players, so much improved has 
been the quality of play. This will give 
some idea of the growth of the game among 
the amateurs. The same improvement is 
noted among the professionals. At one 
time three golf professionals were in this 
country, and they filled the scribes with 
marvelous tales. There were three men, 
Wine Campbell, Willie Davis, and Willie 
Dunn. The first professional tournament 
was held at Newport in 1895 in connection 
with the amateur event, and the entry list 
was emall.

PRINCETON WINS THE GAME AT 
WEST POINT, SCORE 23 TO 0, 


Soldiers Prove to Be No Match for the 

New Jersey Collegians, Whe Secure 

_ Three Touchdowns and Goals in the 

First Helf—One Is the Result of a 

| Blocked Kick Going Between the 

Goal Posts—Hutchison Kicks Better 
than Ennis, 


West Point, N. Y., Oct. 21,—[ 1 

The Tigers defeated the West Point team 

a score of 23 to 0 on the parade ground 
t afternoon. The game showed clearly 
that the cadets were no match for Princeton. 
Not once during the game was the visitors’ 

o soldiers tried hard to k the score 
down, but their efforts wate tna The 
hard wind, which blew into the cadets’ 
faces, helped Princeton considerably in the 
first half. No especially brilliant plays 
were made by the visitors. Several new 
tricks were tried by the Tigers, but none 
was successful. 

Great preparations were made for the 
game. Early in the day a force of men from 
the army service detachment and squads of 
prisoners, under the watchful eyes of armed 
guards, placed rows of chairs four high on 
specially prepared platforms along the south 
side of the field. The seats were for army 
officers, their families, and Invited guests. 
A space had been set aside for Princeton 
rooters. The north side was reserved for 
the battalion of cadets and soldiers of differ- 
ent branches of the service stationed here, 
The cadet space was lined in with ropes and 
patrolled by sentinels. Cavalry and en- 
gineers, armed with Krag-Jorgensens, 
marched up and down inside the ropes. This 
gave the game quite a military appearance. 

No y was allowed on the side lines ex- 
cept bstitutes and those having paste- 
boards issued by the managers. Fully 8,000 
spectators lined up outside the ropes. They 
were happy, notwithstanding the chilling 
blasts. No admission charges were made 
to any part of the field. 

.The Tiger team arrived on a private steam 
yacht about noon. The cadets were then 
having the usual Saturday inspection, which

This has not been a year of record-break- 
ing miles by harness horses, the only mark 
of cosequence that has been set aside by 
a better performance being that for. two- 
year-old trotting geldings. This was placed 
at 2:17 during the first days of the Lex- 


ington meeting by Endow, and subsequently | 


lowered by him to 2:14%, the first half being 
stepped in 1:06%, which is a respectable 
rate of speed for a trotter of so tender an 
age. 


Endow is by Cecilian, dam by Erin. This 
makes him a double Hambletonian, tracing 
through Electioneer on his sire’s side and 
Belmont on that of his dam to the founder 
of the greatest trotting family. 

He is a slimly made, light-going fellow, 
handy at recovering from a break, as he 
proved in one of his Lexington races, when 
he made a jump, but was trotting again in 
two steps. 

Almost of as much interest to horsemen 
as the performance of Endow, although he 
is the technical age champion of the year, 
was that of the black filly, Nervana, who 
drove him out in the fastest heat of each 
of his races at Lexington and proved her- 
self not only the fastest two-year-old filly 
of the year among trotters (although Fereno 
has the technical honor, a record of 2:17) 
but one that stands right among the best 
of her age of any season, since the record 
for two-year-old fillies is the 2:14 of Janie 
T., made in 1897 at Lexington. 

Nervana is a daughter of the bulldog 
stallion, Directum, a champion of his day, 
and not only takes after him in her color, 
which is black, but also in her way of going, 
having the effective but somewhat dis- 
tinctive forward action of her sire. Nerva- 
na is owned by Dr. McCoy of Kirkwood, 
Del., and her development has been under 
the tutelage of Gus Macey, who has been 
in the business ever since he was a boy 
and has driven many a baby trotter to vic- 


tory. 

Trotters Are Overworked. 
race at Lexington, in which

in 2:17 Mr. Macey talked to me about the 
filly, and the conversation drifted to the over- 
working of trotters, and especially yo 
ones, in preparing them to race. 

Said Mr. Macey: | 

„1 don't know what to make of some of 
these modern ideas about training. Only the 
other day I heard of a trainer who is among 
the successful ones giving a trotter in his 
charge six cracking heats on one day in 

on for a race. Now, this — 
been in work all the season, you und d, 
and trotted a race only the previous week. 
In all my experience I never gave a trotter 
six workout heats. My belief and experi- 
ence is that such training takes the sand 
right out of their craws.”’ 

„How about the training of Boralma, the 
88-year-old that won the Futurity for you 
and went six cracking heats? He was cer- 
tainly a racehorse that day, as he trotted 
the middie half of the third mile in 1:02, won 
the heat, was then beaten in the fourth heat 
a nose only in 2:11%, which is the fourth heat 
race record for 33-year-old trotters, and then 
came back a winner of the fifth and sixth 
heats, both miles being faster tham 2:15. 
How was he trained?” 

That's a good illustration,” was the re- 
plyy. Boralma certainly did go a first-class 
race andalongone. Now, all the training he 
had between his race at Louisville, where he 
went three heats, the last in 2:13, and the one 
at Lexington, where he was asked to go six 
miles and be first at the finish of three of 
them and practically fight for all the others, 
amounted to what we call saddle horse exer- 
cise. Im fact, I have never believed in severe 
training for any trotter, young or old, hold- 
ing that there is a good deal of fallacy in the 
so-called staying-up miles. You may de- 
velop the muscles of a horse in that way, but 
I am sure you dull his ambition, and with- 
out ambition trotter will amount to much. 

„Why, look at the race you saw my horse 
Robert J. go at Detroit—the gelding I sold 
right after the race to George Castle of Chi- 
cago. horse had not eaten a square 
meal for two weeks, and, of course, was 
trained lightly indeed. On the morning of 
his race he ate a pretty fair breakfast, and it 
was with that one meal under his belt that I 
started him. You remember that he went 
six heats and won the race. The sixth and 
deciding mile was 2:13, which is Robert’s 
record, and it was on the strength of that 
performance that he was sold. No, sir, a 
good horse doesn’t need severe training to 
trot mile heats, because if he is nervy and 
ambitious he will recover naturally after a 
hard mile and come back for another bout 
like a game chicken, whereas if heis trained

The Abbot a Real Champion. 


Over twenty years ago, when Goldsmith 


Maid was the undisputed c pion of the 
trotting turf, it was esteemed a wonderful 
feat that she should go through the grand 
circuit—at that time numbe but six 
tracks—and win the free-to-all purse at 
every place. j 
The Maid’s record was 2:14, made against 
time and to a high-wheel sulky. She was 
also the best race trotter of her day, and 
in the series of races reterreſ to her aver - 
age time was certainly not better than 
— and in none of them did she approach 
How great has been the advance in trot- 
tng speed may be best undefstood when it 
is stated that in the campaign just closed 
The Abbot trotted ten races, winning them 
all, and the average time his twenty- 
eight winning heats was 2: Not one 
of the heats was as slow as 2:11, and twen- 
ty-five of them were faster than 2:10, while 
on two occasions he trotted a mile in 2:06. 
This great average and these two fastest 
miles were made simply bécause they were 
necessary in order to beat the other starters 
in the races won by The Abbot, and as he 
lost four heats during the season, it is clear 
that, while he outclassed all his opponents 
in the general ability to rade, he was not 
always invincible.

Mr. C. J. Hamlin of Buffalo, N. T., who 


owns The Abbot, bred him, and owns his 
sire and his dam, has at last reached the 
summit of his ambition, which has always 
been to breed and own a real free-to-all 
trotter that would go an entire season with- 
out defeat, and still trot plenty of races and 
meet the best in the land. The Abbot has 
f his last race 
Mr. Hamlin, 80 years of e, but erect, 
vigorous, and still to learn the necessity of 
spectacies, ear trumpet, or cane, was pres- 
ent, and, no doubt, felt repaid for all his 
years of trouble and money-sgpending in the 
breeding and development ot trotters. Belle 
Hamlin, Fantasy, and others of his breed- 
ing had at times promised tp reach the top 
of the ladder, but, for one reason and anoth- 
er, they had fallen short of real greatness. 


But The Abbot had done all that was asked 


or hoped of him, and had supplemented this 
by trotting a public quarter mile in 20% sec- 
onds, a 1:57 gait.

Frank Work and His Horses. | 

A New York paper says that Frank Work 
can be seen every pleasant day on the road 
driving the gray trotter Pilot Boy, 2:00. 

Mr. Work is one of the notabilities of New 
York horsedom, and it is doubtful if he can 
be matched anywhere. For more than a 
quarter of a century he has been conspicu- 
ous among the road riders of New York, be- 


ing well known in that regagil as far back as 


the days of Commodore Vanderbilt, whose 
friend he was. Mr. Work is now right at 
80 years old, and yet he enjoys a spin be- 
hind a fast trotter as much as ever he did. 

With him a horse is a companion and a 
friend as well as a faithful servant and a 
source of pleasure. None of his horses ever 
feels the sting of a whip or hears a harsh 
word from the man who drives him. Nearly 
twenty years ago Mr. Work built a barn for 
his horses that is unique characteristic 
of the man. Each horse has a box stall. A 
glass dome in the roof of the building in- 
sures plenty of daylight. e stalls are so 
arranged that each occu t may hob-nob 
with the neighboring equine, Horses like 
light.“ says Mr. Work, and plenty of com- 
pany.“ In the case of his horses they can 
see pre much all that goes on in the barn, 
and one feature of their Hfe is the daily visit 
of their owner, in the pockets of whose coat 
they expect to find apples ani sugar. 

Mr. Work drives every day when the 
weather permits, but he never takes a com- 
panion with him, saying t the presence 
of a third party spoils the trip for himself 
and the horses. Another point about which 
he is particular is that none of his pets 
shall, in the event of the master’s death, 
suffer neglect or abuse. After Mr. Work 
has driven a horse enough times to know 
that he is going to like him he adds a codicil 
to his will providing that if the horse is alive 
when Mr. Work dies it shall be taken toa 
Long Island farm provided for that pur- 
pose, and there, properly house and fed, 
but never harnessed, end its days in peace. 

Tears ago Mr. Work had the champion 
trotting team in Edward and Dick Swiveller, 
a pair that he bought separately and put 
together. After age had made them useless 
for speeding purposes he continued to jog 
around occasionally behind one or the other 
of the team.

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HARD TO STOP ROWDYIS 
TIFY AGAINST ONE E62 


President Young Tells Why Punish- 
ment Was Not Meted Out to Certain 
Offenders During the Season Re- 
cently Closed — Umpire’s Written 
Charges Cannot Be Sustained— 
Double Umpire System Is an Advan- 

_tage—Saye the League Made Money, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—{Special.]— 
In discussing the baseball season President 
Young today delivered some interesting 
opinions on the subject of rowdyism and 
umpires. He said: 

“There has been no more rough ball the 
last season than heretofore. In this con- 
nection 1 have been criticised for not being 
aggressive enough, and for not having 
thrown the few rowdies head over heeis out 
of the business. To pursue such a course 
with a star player is easier said than done, 
as was proved some time ago when the 
league attempted to discipline a player. 1 
had fully made up my mind last spring to 
make an example of one of these tough 
ball players, but failed to get evidence to 
act on. It is simply out of the question to 
— evidence from one player against an- 

er. 

“A case in point: When Umpire Smith 
left the staff last summer he filed charges 
against Catcher Bowerman of Pittsburg 
for the alleged use of vile language. The 
charges were sent back to Smith for a 
sworn statement, which was duly made, 
and Catcher Schriver, also of ‘Pittsburg, 
was named as a witness, who, acco g to 
Smith, heard everything that was said. 
These charges were sent to both Bowerman 
and Schriver. Back came their respective 
statements, made under oath before a 
notary, absolutely and totally denying that 
any such language had ever been used. 

‘I was an eye-witness to the Mercer at- 
tack on Umpire Manassau in this city, but 
took no action simply because it would have 
been ridiculous to suspend the man for the 
three remaining days of the season. Had 
the affair happened earlier in the season 
Mercer would have been disciplined. Um- 
Pire Manassau, I admit, was partly to 
blame for the scene by not holding his 
ground. There is no better umpire on the 
taff than Manassau when it comes to judg- 
ing balls and strikes, but he lacks force to 
make himself respected. The maximum fine 
of $5 for disorderly conduct on the diamond 
is not severe enough, and I am in favor of 
returning to the old standard of fines. 
When the Brush rules were in force cqm- 
plaints were frequent that games were ‘ too 
tame.’ Now it is just the reverse. It 
seems a hard matter to strike a happy me- 
dium in conduct on the diamond.” 

Mr. Young said he was in favor of contin- 
uing the double umpire system, which is not 
such an expensive luxury as has been stated 
in press paragraphs. 
again have the opportunity to see how many 
plays one umpire can overlook they will won- 
‘der why they ever found fault with the 
double system,” is the way the chief put it. 

The one unsettled feature of the champion- 
shin race, and on which the 1899 honors may 
depend, is the fight between the New York 
and Brooklyn clubs for the services of Short- 
stop Wrigley, who was signed by Freedman 
for the balance of the season and taken away 
from the New-Yorker by Hanlon. While 
President Young does not care to discuss the 
matter, it is a well known fact that the Na- 
tional Board of Arbitration has decided by 
vote that Wrigley belonged to the New York 


club. 

It is also sta that, after being notified 
of the board’s tion, Hanlon persistently 
played Wrigley in championship games. 
President Freedman of the New York club 
has emphatically protested all games played 
by Wrigley as a superba. 

The league rule, however, in such cases is 
te throw out victories only, so as not to hurt 
the standing of any other club. Should such 
@ proceeding take place Boston would be 
awarded the pennant, though the trium- 
virate does not want it that way. Brooklyn 


would drop back to third place and Phila- 


delphia take second, the Phillies incidentally 
winning the $2,500 which Colonel Rogers, a 
member of the Arbitration board, would 
have to pay. Stranger things have hap- 
pened in baseball. 

The magnates’ deliberations at the fall 
meeting will be worth watching. ) 

On the league race in general President 
Young said: 

** Brooklyn won out because the team, even 
when substitutes took places of regulars, was 
composed of an effective aggregation of run- 
getters, who knew what to do at bat and 
on bases, and that’s where most games are 
decided. Boston made a grand battle, con- 
sidering it was an off year in batting for 
Selee’s men. But, to my mind, Philadelphia 
lost the championship when it lost for one- 
third of the season that great batsman, 

ole. 

‘Financially the season was successful 
and compared favorably with the best sea- 
sons the twelve-club league has enjoyed. 
The season would have been a grand suc- 
cess but for the drawback of New Tork's 
low standing and the disappointing work of 
both the Chicago and St. Louis clubs. These 
two clubs, however, with Boston, Philadel- 
phia, and Brooklyn, naturally were on the 
right side of the ledger; Pittsburg made 
money, though not as much as expected. 
Louisville, Baltimore, and Washington were 
a little to the good, though I believe most of 
Cincinnati's profits were eaten up by m- 
vestments in playing material. Cleveland 
may have been fortunate enough to quit 
even, though New York, with a heavy ex- 
pense roll, is doubtless considerably behind 
on the season. With the possible exception 


‘of Washington, no club can make a hand- 


some profit unless it finishes seventh or bet- 
ter. But even considering the unfortunate 
standing of the New Yorks and the disap- 
pointments of the two big Western clubs, 
the season as a whole shows conclusively 
to my mind that general interest in the 
game is not flagging. 

“What will be done with the Cleveland 
club? That is too much of a guess. But 1 
have no doubt the parties interested are now 
at work making for the future 
bome of that club. 

“TI believe the twelve-club league will 
run its ten-year course. Disposing of this 
or that club with a flourish of the hand looks 
easy, but getting unanimous consent to 
change the circuit is another matter.

Louisiana was sold by Napoleon for fear 
lest Great Pritain might capture it. When 
on April 30, 1803, he delivered the territory to 
Livingston and Monroe, the commissioners 
for the United States, Napoleon said: “I 
know the value of what I abandon. I re- 
nounce it with the greatest regret. But to 
attempt to retain it would be folly.“ There 
were people of the United States who thought 
this country was guilty of greater folly in 
making the purchase. It seems scarcely 
credible,’’ wrote Blaine in his Twenty Years 
of Congress, that the acquisition of Louis- 
lana was denounced with a bitterness sur- 
passing the partisan rancor with which later 
generations have been made familiar. No 
ne was too malignant, no epithet too

The center of the area ot the United 


States, exchiding Alaska and thé additions 


made in 1898, is in northern Kaneas at lati- 


tude 39° 50’ and longitude 98* 50’. 
No other civilized country ever has ap- 


proached the United States in the rapidity 
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of the growth of its population. The popu- 
lation of the United States in 1800 was 5,- 
308,453, an increase of 35.10 per cent over 
the 3,929,214 in 1790. Since then its increase 
has averaged about 30 per cent in each de- 
cade. In the first twenty-five years it dou- 
ble, and in the second twenty-five years 
doubled again. The rate of increase has 
diminished in recent years, it having taken 
thirty years to double, the population in 1890 
being approximately double what it was in 
1860. Yet the rate of increase even today 
is greater than ever has been known else- 
where, for while the United States doubled 
its population during the thirty years be- 
tween 1860 and 1890, France increased but 
3 per cent, Great Britain and Ireland but 
29 per cent, and Prussia but 63 pe? cent, It 
is the popular belief that the great increage 
is largely due to immigration, but the cen- 
sus figures show that the earlier rates of in- 
crease would have been nearly maintained.

$57,759, an increase of nearly thirty-eight 
times in value during the period. | 
Authentic statistics of agriculture were 
taken first at the census of 1880. These show 
surprising figures. The value of the farms 
of the United States in 1890 was $13,770,000,- 
000, having quadrupled since 1850, while the 
number of farms in the forty years increased 
from 1,449,073 to 4,564,641. In 1890 the cul- 
tivated area of the United States was 358,- 
000,000 acres, or approximately 560,000 
square miles—one-fifth of the total area of 
the country, exclusive of Alaska. 

Today the United States is easily first in 
agriculture, producing in 1895 nearly one- 
third as much food as all Europe combined. 
The production of grain in the United States 
increased from 15,400,000 metric tons in 1840 
to 89,400,000 tons in 1895. The grain crop of 
1895 was equal to eight tons for each inhab- 
itant employed in farming, the average in- 
dividual product in Europe being two tons. 
Although European peasants undergo more 
severe toll than American farmers, yet four 
of them produce no more [vod than one agri- 
cultural hand in the United States. 

From 1860 to 1890 the area of improved 
lands increased at the rate of 6,500,000 acres 
yearly, which was due to the homestead law 
of 1862, by which in thirty-two years an 
area larger than France, Belgium, Holland, 
and Denmark, collectively, was given free 
to settlers in lots of 160 acres. Not quite 
three-fourths of the farms of the United 
States are in the hands of owners, the cen- 
sus of 1890 showing that owners are 72, ten-

YING side by side m the Charlestown 
navy yard are the two most famous 
ships in the naval history of America, 

and still they bear little more re- 
semblance to each other than a ferry- 
‘boat does to an ocean greyhound. 

One is Admiral Dewey’s flagship, the 
Olympia, and the other is the Constitution. 
One represents the ideal fighting ship of 
1812 and the other the perfection of naval 
architecture of the end of the ce ry. A 
more striking contrast fllustrating the prog- 
ress of the century in the art of naval war- 
fare could not have been devised than this 
one that was brought about by pure accident. 

The quaint old wooden hulk swings at its 
chains on one side of the dock, while on the 
other lies the trim steel fighting machine

Fall and Winter Fabrics 
Ignore Old Rules of 
Harmony. 


BLEND ALL SHADES. 


Persian Effects and Half Bar- 
baric Gorgeousness in 
Favor. 


RANGE OF TEXTURES. 


OME one who was braver than his 
colleagues in the art of ‘* harmoniz- 
ing colors determined, a few years 
ago, to ‘break the unwritten rule 
which said that only certain colors 

could be used together. Then was made 
the combination of blue and green, which 
since has proven to be so popular, but at that 
time the innovation was looked upon as 
little less than sacrilege. For years these 
two colors had been thought to be so an- 
tagonistical that when two friends, one 
wearing a blue, the other a green gown, 
were in the same gathering they avoided 
one another by tommon consent. It was 
thought to be the acme of revenge for one 
woman to spoil the effect of her enemy's 
green gown by wearing a blue one and keep- 
ing close to her. 

The idea that green and blue and other 
colors, formerly not believed to be in har- 
mony, must be kept sedulously apart for 
art’s sake, has been proven to be a mere 
fallacy, however, and like many other no- 
tions of the early century has been given up. 
The combination of blue and green has 
been phenomenally popular and the time 
has come when hardly any combination of 
colors or fabrics is regarded as incongruous. 

One of the most popular combinations 
this season is gray and orange, while one 
of the prettiest princess costumes seen of 
late was fashioned of tan cloth and cherry 
silk, with touches of turquoise blue velvet. 
Furthermore, there is no restriction of any 
kind this fall when one is combining fabrics 
for a gown. Even filmy laces and their 
exact opposite—fur—are used together in 
every conceivable manner. 


Persian Effects in Favor. 

The use of any and all colors at the same 
time cannot be wondered at when it is 
known that Persian effects again will pre- 
dominate in all fabrics for both fall and win- 
ter wear. To obtain a true Persian effect 
it is necessary to mix the colors of an ar- 
tist’s paint box at haphazard or else to im- 
agine the rainbow mottled and twisted into 
fantastic shapes for a model or pattern. 
Some of the prettiest waist silks are smooth, 
with embroidered stripes in plain colors, 
having broad Persian stripes alternating at 
intervals, while the cornucopia patterns are 
predominant in both silks and satins. 

If there is one thing more than another 
that would make the best of Eve's daugh- 
ters inclined to break all of the ten com- 
mandments ruthlessly it is a trip through 
that portion of the dry goods emporiums 
‘where evening goods are displayed. Such 
a whirl of chiffons and satins, velvets and 
tucks and. puffs and furs; but most of all 
—chiffons. Truly, this is a chiffon winter, 
as incongruous as that may sound. The 
chiffon, though, is for the house and even- 
ing, when the petted daughter of fashion 
disports herself in such apparel that one can 
say truly that Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these.” . 

White and silver are most in demand for 
evening gowns, while chiffon costumes, 
tucked all over and having accordion plait- 
ed ruffies, have well-nigh taken the place 
of the lace allovers, which bade fair te mo- 
nopolize. popularity. Not that the allovers 
have lost their share of popularity—faf from 
it—but as the wealthy make demand for 
some things beyond the reach of the purses 
of their poorer sisterg, the tucked chiffon 
with its garniture of silver has been de- 
signed for this need. The “ dainty muslin 
gown” in all its purity, over which the men 
rave, is, in reality, the costly chiffon which 
represents a small fortune, yet can be worn 
only twice perhaps. 


Old-Fashioned Brocades. 

Besides chiffon there are beautiful bro- 
cades, the kind which recall the pictures 
of bygone days, so that one scarcely can 
understand why the pannier and quilted 
petticoat do not make their appearance.

One phase of theosophy is the belief in 
the claim that its adepts.jpossess psychic 
powers, through the cultivation of the 
higher faculties latent in human beings, 
and by which they are put in communica- 
tion with the higher planes of nature. 
Among, these psychic powers is the ability 
to project one’s astral body through space, 
regardless of distance, in such a manner 
as to be in two places at the same time, 
This would be particularly convenient for 
King Oscar, who, when in person at Stock- 
holm, the capital of the Swedish molety of 
his dominions, might project his astral body 
to Christiania, the Norwegian capital, and 
thus preside at meetings of both the Swed- 
ish and Norwegian Cabinets, held in the 
two cities in question on the same day and 
on the same hour, without any trouble. 
Mme. Blavatsky, it may be remembered, 
claimed that she was able to be in London 
and New York at one and the same time, 
and I have met well-known citizens in New 
York, men of acknowledged mtellect, suc- 
cessful and shrewd in business transactions, 
who have assured me on their honor that 
they had conversed with Mme. Blavatsky 
in person in New York at the time when 
she was presiding over public meetings of 
her followers in London. 


There are close upon f a million of 
theasophists in the United States, compris- 
ing men and women of the highest order of 
intellect and position, while scattered over 
the world there are at least 300 different 
branches of the cult, the principal ones, of 
course, being in India, Ceylon, and Japan, 
where the native adepts certainly manage to 
perform feats of such an extraordinary char- 
acter as to indicate the possession of knowl- 
edge of those latent forces of nature which 
are as yet unrevealed to ordinary men. 

Thus through some mastery of the mag- 
netic currents in the air they have for cen- 
turies past made use of telegraphy without 
wires, now invented by the Italian Mar- 
con, news being through their agency and 
without the assistance of Wires flashed at 
lightning speed from one end of India to the 
other and across the entire breadth of north- 
ern Africa. If any doubt is entertained 
about this it is only necessary to consult the 
ofticial reports of Lord Crqmer to the Brit- 
ish government of the year 1885.

many, was a bigoted Lutheran, Frederick 
the Great lived and died so much of a philos- 
opher that some historians describe him as 
an atheist and others as a heathen. His 
contemporary, King George II., was like- 
wise more inclined to philosophy than to 
Christianity, while the regicide Duke of 
Orleans was at the close of the last century 
among those who set up in the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame at Paris the Goddess of Reason 
in the place of the Trinity.

King Louis II., the ill-fated ruler of Ba- 
varia, whose death remains to this day one 
of the most mysterious dramas of history, 
was likewise a “roi philosophe.” He was 
so much wrapped up in mythological divint- 
ties of his friend Wagnér’s “ Rheingold 
and in his studies of the occult that he had 
no leisure for the performance of his relig- 
fous duties as the head of one of the oldest.

TIME GRANTS FOR TRACTION COMPANIES. 

Placards were recently suspended for 
many months in the street cars of this city 
purporting to give the duration of street 
railway grants in several American cities. 
Boston and Washington were in the list, 
and the franchises in one of these 
cities were put down as being perpetual and 
in the other as being for ninety-nine years. 
Now, as regards these cities, there are two 
facts to be noticed, and those the most sig- 
nificant facts to be cited in the whole street 
railway situation in thiscountry. The first 
is this—pamely: That the street railway 
franchises in both these cities are granted 
for no definite period of time and are revoca- 
ble at any moment. The second is that the 
street railway development in these two 
cities has, in refinement of organization and 
advanced equipment, led this country and 
m some respects the entire world. 

The special legislative committee of which 
Charles Francis Adams was chairman, 
and which reported in 1898 upon street 
railways in Massachusetts, not only dis- 
cussed at length the “tenure during good 
behavior,” which is the measure of the 
rights of surface lines in Boston and in the 
State, but contended that a company hav- 
ing “accepted the location coupled with 
the right of revocation ” had no contract- 
ual ground for asking that this “ burden 
ot revocation be limited,” and that as re- 
gards expediency it did not appear that, 
owing to these circumstances, “ the rela- 
tions between the municipalities and the 
street railway companies had . in 
any respect been less friendly or productive.

elsewhere.” Over against this modest 
claim, however, is to be placed the fact

WANTED, BETTER MARKET HOUSES. 

A local contemporary has been discussing 
the feasibility of establishing large central 
retail markets in this city, such as are to be 
found in Boston and other Eastern cities.

NO MORE FALL FESTIVALS. 
This year’s experience has written the 
death warrant of the fall festival so far as 
Chicago and its leading retail dealers are 
concerned. In vain will the promoters of 
Roman holidays like those of last Chicago 
day appeal to the State street merchants 
for pecuniary or moral aid. The answer 
of the latter will be: “ It does not pay.” 
Nor does it. This year’s festival cost those 
merchants who were so unfortunate as to 
abut on the court of honor $150,000 from 
first to last. At no time during the festival 
did they sell more goods on account of the 
crowds of strangers who were in the city. 
Their sales to Chicagoans were decreased, 
and they practically did no business at all 
on one day—a “bargain? day at that. 
They feel that they were butchered to make 
a holiday. It is not safe to utter the word 
“ festival” or “ pageant in the hearing of 


| those persons who sell goods in State street, 


between the river and Twelfth street. 

It must be admitted that, however pleas- 
ing “ festivals” like the one of two weeks 
ago may be to those who like to see sights 
and are willing to submjt to being shoul- 
dered and elbowed in a crowd to do so, there 
is no profit in them for the city. Whatever 
money is made out of them is made by rail- 
roads, hotel and restaurant keepers, saloon- 
keepers, cigar dealers, and those who run 
games of chance. The visitors who are at- 
tracted by the festival come to see, not to 


the total volume of sales of goods of all 
kinds. So the big merchants are not going 
to cut their throats by encouraging further 
fall festivals and courts of honor.” 
glib-tongued promoters can induce North 
or West Siders to engage in the reproduc- 
tion of Olympian games or Oriental pa- 
geants, the men who have stores in the 
business district will throw no obstacles in 
their way,. but they will not lend a helping 
hand. 

What has been said of the unprofitable- 
ness of festival crowds is eqtally true of the 
crowds attracted by a national convention. 
A business-man who is mindful of his own 
interests may subscribe to keep a conven- 
tion away from here. He never will sub- 
seribe to bring it here. For not only do 
convention crowds buy nothing outside of 
drinkables and paper collars but they keep 
Chicagoans from trading. Some women 
desert the bargain counters for the conven- 
tion hall. Others cannot be lured down- 
town by the most tempting cuts in prices, 
for they dislike the crowded streets.

The international arbi- 
tration court at The Hague No Faith in 
will be of little use to the Arbitration. 
United States if statements ? 
of the Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Ledger are true. Back of our 
government’s refusal to arbitrate the Alas- 
kan boundary question this correspondent 
has discovered a strong distrust of all Eu- 
ropeam arbiters. The inner workings of 
the Venezuelan and of the Bering Sea tri- 
bunals have disclosed such close family and 
political relations among the monarchs of 
Europe as to make an unbiased decision al- 
most impossible. It is charged that there 
existed in the Venezuelan tribunal at Paris 
a conspiracy which was defeated only by the 
firmness of Chief Justice Fuller. A mem- 
ber of the Bering Sea tribunal of 1898 ad- 
mits that he and his colleagues had a sim- 
ilar experience. He asserts that the arbi- 
trators selected by the European powers 
were subjected to personal, social, and po- 
litical pressure in favor of Great Britain. 
“The impossibility of securing justice be- 
fore an international tribunal composed in 
the majority of representatives of the mon- 
archies of Europe,“ says a Washington 
diplomat, ‘‘ will deter the United States in 
the near future from participating in fur- 
ther arbitrations.“ It needs no more than 
the well founded suspicion of unfairness 
or complicity to render the proposed arbi- 
tration court useless as far as this country 
is concerned. 


AMERICA’S RAILWAY DUKES. 

The merging of the Wagner company 
into that of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany gives the latter practically a monopoly 
of the sleeping car business of the United 
States. A few roads, such as the Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul and the Great Northern, 
still run their own sleeping cars, but it is 
said the new organization will probably 
control the sleeper service on both these 
lines also. 

The movement is said to have been sug- 
gested by the Vanderbilts, and thus an- 
other step has been taken in making that 
great railroad family virtually dictators as 
to the pleasure-traveling public of the 
United States. Rumor already says that as 
a consequence of the merging of the two 
great companies sleeping car rates will be 
increased in some instances. An advance 
is not likely, however, in the present state 
of public opinion as regards monopolies and 
trusts. The wise course on the part of the 
new organization will be to conciliate the 
public ky improved service and lower rates. 

This consolidation serves to direct the at- 
tention of the traveling public, especially in 
America, to the two companies which by 
their palace cars have changed traveling 
from a necessity to a pleasure. The Earl

But there is one attractive, and it may 
even be said essential, feature of every im- 
portant theater and opera-house in Europe 
which is censpicuousiy absent in the 
Auditorium... This is the ornamentation of 
the fayers and stairways with statues and 
busts of the great.in dramatic and musical 


art. Schiller, Goethe, Lessing. Moltére, ' 


and Shakspeare will be found in every royal 
playhouse in Germany and Austria, not only 
in the repertory of the stage, but in stone or 
bronze in the foyers, on the staircase land- 


ings, or at the portals; and there is no opera- 


house of worth where Wagner. Weder. 


Beethoven, Meyerbeer, and Rossini are dot 


to be seen as well as heard. But we in Chi- 
cago, with an opera-house and concert- 
room of exceptional beauty, whose foyers 
and staircases are wide and spacious, have 
placed in our house of music not a single 
etatue or bust of any one of music’s masters. 
It is true, Mr. Ferdinand W. Peck is there in 
bronze, as tribute to the part he had in mak- 
ing the Auditorium a reality, but surely 
beside him who “ builded the house might 
well be placed those ters who created the 
art for whose revealment the house was 

‘Dbutlded. 
l There 4 movement on foot looking to 
the beautifying of the streets and build ages 
of our city, and the movement i unde- 
niably a good one, but the beautifying of the 
interior of the Auditorium and later of all 
our public buildings is an undertaking not 
pniy as desirable but far easier of accom- 
plishment., Why should there not be given 
every year in the ‘Auditorium a concert, the 
proceeds of which should go towards a fund 
for the purchasing of busts ¢f the famed 
composers and playwrights to be placed in 
the foyers of that.opera-house? Surely the 
Auditorium would give the house 
rent free, it is believed Mr. Thomas and the 
Chicago Orchestra and Mr. Wild and the 
Apollo club would stand ready.to help, and it 
ie not impossible that artists of sufficient 
prominence to attract the public would con- 
tribute their services. In this way a con- 
cert truly exceptiona! in quality and in draw- 
ing power could be arranged, and with the 
Auditorium filled as it has been on many a 

“big” night at the opera, or during the 
concert season, a fund sufficient for the pur- 
pose proposed could be obtained in a few 


rs. 
4" more appropriate night could be 
chosen for such a purpose than 
the anniversary of the dedication of 
the Auditorium. Let every year on that date 
@ concert or an operatic performance, per- 
hapa, of unusual importance be given, and 
goon the visitor at the Auditorium will be- 
come acquainted not only with the sym- 
phones of Beethoven, the songs of Schubert. 
Phe operas of Wagner, and the piano works 
of Chopin and Liszt, but will gradually come 
to know the faces of these masters, and, 
knowing them, will think of them as living 
men rather than as mere nanies, and think- 
ing thus will grow to love them for the hap- 
piness and good they have done. 
Cannot | the first of these concerts take 
to celebrate the tenth anniversary of 
the dedication of the Auditorium’’? Ten 
have passed with no tribute having 
deen paid to music’s masters. Will the Audi- 
torium association not see to it that the 
close of the next decade finds the foyers 
furnished with visible proofs of Chicago's 
admiration for the great dullders in the

Vocally Mr. Clark has long held, by 
virtue of exceptional natural endowment, 
high place among the foremost baritones of 
this country, and to the advantages which a 
voice of unusual beauty gives he is now add- 
ing the more lasting powers which breadth 
and beauty of interpretation furnish. His 
singing of the Schubert Schwanengesang "’ 
on Tuesday posressed great vocal charm and 
finish and an unlooked for amount of inter 
pretative sincerity and ‘intensity. In the 
Schumann “ Dichteriiebe on Thursday his 
work was still more praise-deserving, man- 
numbers of the cycle being not only excep- 
tional in the tonal beauty that characterized 


them, but satisfactory in the intelligence 
and sentiment which characterized their 
delivery. 


Mr. Clark. however, has not yet felt so 
deeply the sentiment contained in the Ger- 
man lied as it is believed he will after fur- 
ther familiarity with that subtly delicate 
Dut pecullariy potent form of art. This 
sentiment is not of the dramatic sort, but 
is best expressed, perhaps, by the German 
word intim "—a word whose exact equiva- 
ent in English is not to be had, save possibly 

that sense of the word intimate which 
expresses the closeness and nearness of re- 
lation existent between two thoroughly con- 
genial friends. It is that sympathetic senti- 
ment which makes possible the revealment 
to a friend of one’s deepest emotions and 
most secret thoughts, but which would 
never for a moment entertain a public dis- 
play of them. The sentiment of the German 
lied should be so that the hearer 
has no possibly doubt as to the singer's 
entire sincerity, but also in a way that causes 
‘him to feel that it is to him alone the singer 
is laying bare his heart. This is the highest 
art in the interpretation of the German lied, 
and it is in the attaining of this that lies the 
chief difficulty for any singer other than a 
German who would master the art. Mr. 


‘Clark has accomplished much during his 
“summer of study in Germany, and it speaks 


in no slight praise of his interpretations to 
say that they fall short only when judged 
by the highest standards, He has learned to 
let himself go,“ as the Germans express it, 
much more than ever before—only increase 
of this abandon is required to give him the 
temperament needed tor ve satisfactory

„Committees should be appointed to visit

‘Rashid, the pretender, who was made Sul- 


tan by the Spanish, refused an offer of mar- 
riage that the Sultana sent him on the 
ground that he preferred to die of old age. 
The Sultana said she was especially glad 
to see the American women, as they were 
the first she had ever seen and that she ap- 
preciated the confidence the Americans re- 
posed in the Moros in trusting themselves, 
unarmed and accompanied by women, in the 
midst of a strange and fully armed people. 
During the interview the natives of the 
village and Caibi's retainers had crowded 
into the little rocm. The ladies in waiting 
to her Majesty the Sultana were not able 
to enter the room because of the crowd, 80 
they ran around the house and scrambling 
up the side climbed in at the open window 
behind the Sultana and sat down on the 
divan at her side, where they chewed betel

General Bates accepted the red trousers 
and the sweat of the second husband witha 
few becoming words. He did net say he 
would wear the garments. The second hus- 
band of the Sultana was one of those whose 
unexpected demise is connected by idle tales 
with the strange carelessness of the Sultana 
in leaving corrosive sublimate lying around 
loose in the way of people she did not fancy. 

Still, the General was thankful. The 
Sultana at least had not asked him to marry 
her, as she had many others. And he atill 
has among his most cherished souvenirs of 
Maybun the red trousers and the blue Eton 
jacket—likewise the sweat of the second hus- 
band. 
MEETS THE SULTAN. 

The path to the Sultan’s palace ran through 
the woods and across a little creek. The 
palace is surrounded by a wall ten feet high 
and several feet thick, made of rocks. At 
the gateway the Sultan’s bodyguard of five 
Arabian soldiers stood at present arms 
while the Americans passed. The party en- 
tered the house and was escorted up a stair- 
way almost as steep as a ladder to a dark- 
ened room. In a moment the Sultan entered. 
He is short and fat, with a much lighter 
complexion than the ordinary Moro. He has 
a big, innocent, boyish countenance, with 
eyes that open like saucers whenever he is 
astonished—a thing that happened every few 
minutes during his long conversation in re- 
gard to the treaty with General Bates. The 
Sultan wore a suit which looked much like 
what is known as a hand-me-down in 
the States. It did not fit him in any par- 
ticular, and he looked much like the man 
who has rented a dress suit for $2.50 to wear 


to his first party. 
The Sultan, after the usual exchange of 


compliments, invited his visitors to the 
diming-room, where a luncheon had been 
prepared. On the table were small cakes 
and cups of chocolate. Small bottles of wine 
also were waiting to be opened. Thecenter- 


pieces were large pewter Cupids, holding up 


red and green glass vases. Nobody ever 
had told the Moros to put flowers in the 
vases, so they were empty. The corkscrew, 
which wes in position in the cork‘of the 
bottle that sat in front of the pewter Cupid, 
could be used also as a shaving brush, and 
apparently had been but a short time be- 
fore, for it had a fine collection of wet 
bristles at one end of the handle. At the 
other end Was a scouring stone, making the 
Sultan’s corkscrew something that should 
be the joy and delight of every household. 
The natives were amazed at the sight of 
the American women. They were the first 


white women most of them ever had seen. 
They watched them, awestruck, and then.

Some said 
that the prospect of turning out soldiers of 
the present arms and dipping their colors to 
a little fat despot that chewed betel nuts 
and probably ate rice with his fingers was 
distressing. But other of the officers be- 
lieved that perhaps the policy of keeping 
native rulers in power over their own people 


would prove in the end much more satisfac- 


tory, than sending out the brother-in-law of 


the man who carried a doubtful district in 
Iowa or some man who had been turned 


down as Postmaster of Brown’s Siding or 
Smithville and to whom the chairman of 
the State Central committee owed a debt 
that simply had tobe paid. . 
So they entered heartily into General 
Bates’ plan and prepared to give the Sultan 
a reception that would convince him he had 
lost nothing of his dignity by hauling down 
his flag and hoisting the Stars and Stripes. 


HALT AT BUSH-BUSH. 


At noon of the day set for the Sultan’s 
coming a soldier arrived in great haste from 
one of the outer blockhouses to say that the 
Sultan's retinue had been seen moving into 
Bush-Bush, the native town about a half 
mile from Jolo. The Sultan and his follow- 


ers invariably carry their state apparel in 


bundles with them to Bush-Bush, where they 
change their clothes before making. their 
Lieutenant Horace Reeve 


Major Pratt had the assembly call hastily 
sounded, and the battalion formed near the 
gate and waited until a soldier was seen 
running towards the city from the direction 
of Bush-Bush. The man was recognized as 
the orderly. who had accompanied Lieutenant 
Reeve, to be sent back to announce the ap- 
proach of the Sultan. The battalion, with 
the band at its head, marched out of the city 


and formed in the road. 7 


Over the hill towards the left poured a 
motley squad of men dressed in all the col- 
ors of the rainbow and carrying long spears 
and rifles. It was the Sultan’s native escort. 
As the Sultan with his retainers reached the 
road the Twenty-third Battalion wheeled in 
columns of fours, and the band, striking up 
a lively air, led the way into the city. 
Just behind the battalion came the Sul- 
tan’s men-at-arms, who carried their spears 
and rifies with the butts resting on their 
shoulders and the weapons extended straight 
up. Behind the men-at-arms rode the Sul- 
tan on a pony, with Lieutenant Reeve stalk- 
ing at his side. The Sultan did not look ex- 
actly a royal figure. He smoked a fat black 
cigar. that he held clinched firmly in his 
teeth and pointed upward at an angle of 
some forty-five degrees.

General Bates, after visiting the Sultan at 
Maybun, sailed the next day for Tawi Tawi, 
and arrived off Bangao, the principal town. 
of the island, at 5 o’clock in the atternoon. 
The ship's launch was immediately started 
ashore with Lieutenant Horace M. Reeve 
nd Captain Samuel Smiley of General 
2 staff, the interpreter, Mr. Shuck, and 
myself. 3 
“Tawi Tawi is a long way out of the world,. 
and, while the friendliness between the 
Americans and the Moros in Jolo was some- 
thing beautiful to see, it was uncertain 
whether the bonds of good fellowship con- 
tinued as far as Tawi Tawi. So it was 
thought prudent to send along in the launch 
@ party of six soldiers armed with Lee-Met- 
ford rifles and with a hundred rounds of 
ammunition apiece. 
The three datos of Tawi Tawi are Tan- 
tung, the most powerful, Sakilan and Altu- 
Un. It was only expected to find out at 
83 where the three chiets were. since’ 


none of them resides near Bangao. As the 


launch neared the shore we met a native 
boat that was flying a flag of truce as big as 
a sheet. ‘The natives paddled towards us 
with howls of delight. yelled the Moro word, 
for “friends,” and waved bananas and 
¢cocoanuts that they had brought out for

look uncomfortable, and Lieutenant Allen

Standing in the front row of the crowd on 
the pier were the three datos, Tantung, Sak- 
Han, and Aliudin. They seized Shuck as 
soon as he jumped from the launch ‘and 
threw their arms about his neck. He had 
known them for many years and always had 
been on the most friendly terms with them, 
as indeed he wag with all the datos in the 
Sulu Islands. Shuck introduced the datos 
to the rest of our party, and then there was 
a parade of an entirely impromptu nature 
through the town and back again, while 
Captain Smiley explained through Shuck 
the object of General Bates’ visit.

ever from succession to the throne of Great 
Britain, and it is by virtue of this act of set- 
tlement that-the house of Hanover, of which 

Queen Victoria is the present representative, 
secured possession of the English crown. 

The act is strict, and any English Prince 


or Princess transgressing it would, hed 


facto, forfeit all right of succession. 


Would Have Given Up Crown to Wed. 

It is probable that Princess Beatrice, the 
youngest daughter of the Queen, would have 
sacrificed her chances of becoming Queen 
of Engiand in order to wed the young Prince 
Imperial of France had he not lost his life 
in south Africa, and it is generally under- 
stood that the main object of his joining 
the British forces in their war against the 
Zulus was to win sufficient popularity in 
the United Kingdom to silence the opposi- 
tion that would otherwise have been made, 
on account of his Roman Catholic faith, to 
his marriage with the Queen's youngest 
daughter. 

The Queen's second son, Prince Alfred, 
already was reigning Duke of Coburg, that 
is to say, a full fledged German sovereign, 
at the time when his eldest daughter mar- 
ried the Roman Catholic Crown Prince of 
Roumania. Roumania’s future Queen is 
nevertheless an English Princess of the 
blood, and the only one who, since the act 

1 of settlement, nearly 200 years ago, has 
4 ever become the wife ot a Roman Catholic.
